The army today notified 18-year- 


old boys, who would rather "volun- 
teer" for a one-year hitch than risk 
being drafted for 21 months when 
they are older, that on Wednesday, 
a recruiting officer will be on duty 
at the local postoffice from 10 a. m. 
to 3 p. m. On Friday, he will be 
there from 10 a. m. to 12 noon. 


The Army and Air Force, with 


limited quotas to fill, will start ac- 
cepting one-year enlistees on a "first 
come, first served" basis. Enlistment 
will be handled by the regular re- 
cruiting office, which is located on 
the 2nd floor of the Post Office 
Building, 141 Broadway, in Hanover, 
or at the Gettysburg, post office at 
the hours listed above. 


Youths who sign up under this 


program cannot be sent overseas. 
After 12 months of training and 
domestic duty, they will be draft- 
exempt, but will have to spend four 
additional years in the National 
Guard or some other "drilling 
reserve.*1 


If there is no organized reserve 


unit near a trainee's home, he can 
go into the unorganized reserves for 
six years after completing 12 months 
of active duty. Daring those six 
years, he is subject to can for one 
month's field training each year. 


Qualified volunteers who apply for 


enlistment before their 19Ui birth- 
day may be accepted even though 
they become 19 before they are ac- 
tually sworn ir,. 


Reemployinent rights are preserv- 


ed by law for such volunteer enlist- 
ments.

Musical Clown Claims He Ran 
Messages For Johnny Reb Here 


Gettysburg was-visited Mon4ay-by- 


a man who told The Gettysburg 
Tunes that he was a dispatch runner 
in the Confederate army during the 
battle here 85 years ago. 


He gave his name as Donald Ca- 


villa, son of Col. Robert Cavilla, 
a surgeon with General Wade Hamp- 
ton's division, which, first entered^ 
Pennsylvania late in June, 1863. 


Mr. Cavilla told The Times that 


he was born January 6, 1849, in his 
great grandfather's house in Charles- 
town, S. C- His mother, Irene Cal- 
houn, he said, was a sister of John 
C. Calhoun, United States senator 
from South Carolina and one-time 
vice president of the United States. 


Cavilla says that he carried the 


message from the 
battery that 


shelled Fort Sumter, in Charleston 
harbor, to Governor Aiken of South 
Carolina, in the Old Citadel, Marion 
Square, Charleston. 


In Service 4 Years 


He followed the fortunes and mis- 


fortunes of the Confederate forces 
for four years, and was never woun- 
ded, although once he came close 10 
death at the end of a rope. 


When Hampton's forces invaded 


Pennsylvania, thei youthful Cavilla 
was with them. He marched from 
Chambersburg to York and back to 
Gettysburg, participating in the bat- 
tle here. 


He was with Beauregard at Shiloh. 


and says he was placed on the back 
of a mule and hanged from the limb 
of a tree, Morgan's Raiders rescu- 
ing him in an unconscious condition. 
He was taken to Corinth. Miss., he 
says, by none other than Jesse 
James, and spent two weeks in a 
Confederate hospital there. 


After Appomattox. and the fall of 


the Confederacy, Cavilla says hej 
walked from Richmond to Charles- j 
ton. He entered South Carolina! 
Medical college at Charleston, and i 
graduated as a physician, but ne*er 
practiced, he says. He joined a cir- [ 
cus in 1873. and has been in show i 


business ever since. 


For many years, Cavilla was a 


trapeze artist, but in 1930, he feU 
and was in a plaster cast from- Oc- 
tober 22 to June 28,1931. Since that 
time he has been what he calls a 
"musical clown," and claims that he 
is the original Popeye. He boasts he 
can do lOfr facial impersonations. 
He has travelled in the United 
States, Australia, France, Germany 
and South America, and has circled 
the globe five times according to his 
own account. He is now with the 
Kaus shows, which opened in Red 
lion Monday night. Among other 
accomplishments, Cavilla claims he 
is the first man ever to hang by his 
heels-from a trapeze. 


During the winter months he says 


he lectures and gives shows at col- 
leges and high schools. 


The. ex-rebel does not look 100. He 


is active for these years, and there 
is a keen twinkle in his soft, light 
blue eyes. His father lived to be 
104.

MEMBERS ARE

Selective Service Records, Me- 
chanicsburg, wrote some, of -the 
draft board members to ascer- 
tain if they will serve for the re- 
gistration of the young men. 
Decision of those queried is not 
known. 


Washington, July 20 


President Truman today issued 
a proclamation calling for the 
draft 
registration to start 


August 30. 


On that date, persona born 


in 1922 after August 30 will 
register. 
The proclamation also fixes the 


following dates for the registration 
of other youths between the ages of 
18 and 26: 


1. Persons born in the year 1923: 


August 31, and September 1. 


2. Persons born in 1924: Septem- 


ber 2 and September 3. 


3. Persons born in the year 1925: 


September 4 or September 7. 


4. Persons born in the year 1926: 


September 8-9. 


5. Persons born in the year 1927: 


September 10-11. 


6. Persons born in the year 1928: 


September 13-14. 


7. Persons bom in the year 4929: 


September 15-16. 


8. Persons born in 1930 before 


September 19: Seutember 17-18. 


Boys born on c - "after September 


19, 1930, under the proclamation, will 
be registered on the day they are 
18 years old or within five days 
thereafter. 


No Induction Date Yet 


The President's proclamation, call- 


ed on the governors of each, of »the 
states and the territories of Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands and the commissioners of 
the District of Columbia to comply 
with the drafting program to "ac- 
complish. effective and. complete 
registration."

There was nothing in the procla- 


mation to indieafe^h'en actual in- 
ductions into the armed services-will 
begin. By law, the draft can't start 
until September 22. That is 90 days 
after Mr. Truman signed the Selec- 
tive Service act. 


Washington, July 20 (fP) — Selec- 


tive Service officials may make their 
first draft grab at 25-year-olds who 
otherwise would be ineligible after 
one more birthday. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Se- 


lective Service director during World 
War n, made that known yesterday 
as he was sworn in as head of the 
new draft setup. 


Draft After Sept 22 


The draft iaw passed by Congress 


last month requires men 18 through 
25 to register, although none can 
be drafted until reaching 19. Hershey 
told a news conference after the 
swearing-in ceremony: 


"There has been quite a little dis- 


cussion of starting with the older 
ones first." 


Eighteen-year-olds can avoid the 


draft by enlisting for one year and 
then serving for a longer period in 
the reserves. Such enlistments will 
be accepted starting tomorrow. 


Hershey said he does not know 


when registration will begin, how 
many men will be needed, or when 
they will be called up. The law says 
drafting cannot get underway until 
Sept. 22. 


Some 4.000 registration places will 


be used, the general said, as com- 
pared with 120,000 used before World 
War n. He added that 13.000,000 
draft and registration cards have 
been prepared. The first registration 
is expected to total 9.600.000. with

Tokyo, July 20 (IP)—A new labor

A former communist, brought 


home to Japan from a wartime Rus- 
sian prison camp, threw a dyna- 
mite-filled pop bottle, at Tokuda 
"Communism is no good for Japan," 
he told police to whom he surren- 
dered. 


Tokuda was speaking at a political 


rally in Saga City, Kyushu, when 
the bomb was thrown from a bal- 
cony by Ichiro Koga, 27-year-old 
coal miner. It burst near Tokuda's 
feet, just behind him, and tiny frag- 
ments of glass peppered his leg, arm 
and neck. 


Said his assailant: "I regret ex- 


tremely that I did not assassinate 
Tokuda. As long as therVis co"m- 
munism in Japaan, she cannot be 
rehabilitated."

RAILROAD SUED

A claim for $27^62.^4 in a 'suit 


started Monday in YorV against the 
Western Maryland Railway com- 
pany is basdd on the alleged delay 
of fire apparatus by a stalled West- 
ern Maryland train in Hanover.
